TRANSFER 
YARDS TO BE 
AT UPTON 

Tbe station of Upton on (be Judge Up- 
ton farm south and west of Waukegan, 
may in a short time assume a great im- 
portance from a railroad point of view. 
Upton is nt a point where the Elgin, Joliet 
&,Eastorn Railroad meets the Chicago and 
State Line Railway, near Rondout, Tbe 
St. Paul road is not far off, Tbua the 
town gains a great importance at once as 
a point of transferrnl for cars on the three 
great systems. 

The Chicago & Northwestern railroad is 
planning and has made a statement that it 
would transfer alt oE its cara to nnd from 
tho Belt Line at Upton nnd it is reasonable 
to suppose that the St. Paul will make 
transfers at this, station also. The roads 
will combine to make the place ono great 
system of sidinga nnd It is freely admitted 
that Upton is to bo the location of tho big- 
gest : transfer ynrda in the county and pos- 
sibly in uorthom Illinois. It gains further 
prominence by the fact that all through 
freight for the state of- Wiiconsin will be 
handled there, Waukegan being cut off by 
its own request from tho through traflio 
which ia to go , up the Chicago & State 
Lino. •

Congress Will Be Urged to 

Consent to Allotmentof 

the Osages' Lands 



MANY VALUABLE FARMS LYING IDLE 



Eager Land Sookers are Look- 
ing for Division of the Last 
Traotof Land Belonging 
to Oklahoma Indians 

Strong pressure will be brought upon 
congress during the approaching session to 
pass a law for the allotment in severalty of 
the lands belonging to the Osage Indians. 
Their reservation is tbo last tract of un- 
divided Indian land in Oklahoma. It oc- 
cupies the extreme north-eastern corner of 
the territory, adjoining Kansas on the 
south and Indian Territory on tbe west, 
and is surrounded by one of tbe richest 
sections of agricultural country in the west. 
Tbo land is abont CO per cent prairie and 
40 per cent timber, the latter covering tbe 
river bottoms and broken bills, Tbe entire 
reservation is watered by Innumerable 
streams nnd springs and is exceedingly 
rich' ia coal, oil and other mineral prod nets, 
while the agricultural land is as rich as 
any section of tbe neighboring states. The 
reservation area is 1,470,055 acres, of 
which about 100.0CO acres are now under 
cultivation or used for pasturage by the 
Indians themselves, The remainder is 
either idle' or is leased to white ranchmen 
for grazing purposes. ', 

Hordes of land-hungry people have been 
looking at thia reservation with eager eyes. 
Civilization is rapidly cloeing around it. 
There aro two railroads crossing the land— 
(he Santa Fe and the Missouri. Kansas and 
Texas— and the Frisco Lino will lay its 
track h through it within the next year.- or 
so. ' There are several towns and villages 
of whites who have business relations^ with 
the Indians, and about 000,000 ncres of the 
laod is leased to tbe Indian Territory Illu- 
minating Oil company. Tbe town of Faw- 
nuska, the metropolis of tbeOsages, located* 
about a mite and a half from agency head- 
quarters, is the center of commerce and 
trade. It ia precisely like a hundred other 
lownfi in Oklahoma and Indian Territory, 
lighted nnd heated by natural gas nnd con- 
nected by telephone with (he outside world. 

Tbe Osage Indians are tbe richest people 
per capita of all the inhabitants of the 
earth, nnd no member of tbe tribe will ever 
be compelled to work for a living unless bo 
squanders his fortune. .'By the census of 
15)04 they numbered altogether 1,505 Boutes, 
of whom SOS were full bloods nnd tbe re- 
mainder mixed with white and negro blood; 
946 are men and 049 are women of all ages, 
and 010 of both sexes are under 18 years of 
age, The mixed and tbe full bloods have 
equal rights in (he tribal property and will 
participate in the distribution whenever it 
occurs. 

These 1,805 people have a joint annual 
income of more than $000,000, of which 
9418.611' 'is 5 per cont interest on a trust 
fund of 88.872.427 80, held for them by the 
treasury of tbe United States. The remain- 
der is derived from royalties on gas and oil 
nnd from the leases of grazing lands. This 
gives each man, woman and child . in the 
tribe an average of 8817 a year, payable 
quarterly, which is more than sufficient for 
their maintenance: and as nearly all of 
thorn live on farms nnd raise most of their 
own food supplies their anuultv gives them 
plenty of spending money. Tho families 
will average more than Ave persons each- 
husband, wife and children— who jointly 
receive in cash an income ot at least 81,585 
and -some of them, where there are more 
children, receive aa much its 82,000 and 
82,500 n year, without doing any iabor 
whatever. Unfortunately the greater part 
oE this money is wasted. Very fow ot the 
Indiana save any of it. They realize tbnt' 
they are well fixed Una n chilly for life nnd 
thuB btivo no incentive for practicing econ- 
omy, acquiring wealth or improving their 
condition in anyway.

Michael Cody, married and with a son 
in Chicago, was run down by n St",' Paul 
train 200 yards from tbe Russell station 
Sunday aflornoon and instantly killed.; 
His companion was hurt badly aud wis 
taken to tbe hospital nt Milwaukee, where 
he will receive attention. A coronet's jury 
exonerated tho St. Paul from all blame.

STRUCK BY A TRAIN 



John Hanrath, of Bristol, 
fs Run Down by Train " 
Near Bristol Monday 



WAS A VERY MYSTERIOUS ACCIDENT 



Hanrath Was Walking Along 

tho Track When Accident 

Occurs Taken to Salem 

and May Survive 

John Hanrath, a farmer residing on (bo 
farm of James Cavanagh in the town of 
Bristol, was terribly injured Monday night 
by being struck by a train on the Rockford 
division of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway. Hanrath is now at the Jepson 
tavern in tbe town of Salem with his right 
arm broken in three places, three ribs 
broken and bis entire body bruised. The 
physicians attending him stated tbat they 
thought he would survive the injuries, 

The train whictfatruck Hanrath was the 
accommodation train leaving Kenoiba just 
after 4 o'clock. When tbe train woa a 
mile west of tho Bristol station the engineer 
noticed a man walking along Abe track, 
and he at once sounded the warning sig- 
nal., Hanrath, who was walking in the 
middle of the track, evidently heard the 
whistle, for he turned around and stood 
gazing nt tbe "oncoming train. When the 
train was within a few yards of him Han- 
rath jumped off tbe track to the side and 
was not struck by the cow catcher of the 
engine. A second later, however, he was 
pulled under the hnggago car, and when 
the train wns slopped it was found that he 
was terribly mangled. The crow 'of the 
train with the aid oE the passengers picked 
up the injured man, and placing him in 
tbe buagage car. he wna taken to tbe Salem 
station; He 'was unconscious wbeu picked 
up, but regained consciousness on the way 
to the station. 

At Salem Dr, Tiedt was called to attend 
him nnd it wai found that the bones of the 
right arm were broken in three places and 
tbe broken end* of the bone protruded 
through the flesh in several places. It 
was also discovered that three ribs had 
been broken and it is feared that Hanrntb 
suffered internal injuries. 

Hanrath wna still in a dazed condition 
Tuesday morning nnd was not able to 
throw any light on the manner in which 
he met his serious injuries, The injured 
mnn is over fifty years of age and it is 
slated tbat be has not been getting along 
well with his family. So serious had this 
trouble become that Hanrath had residod 
in one part of the bouse while his wife 
and other members of the family resided 
in tbe other. . 

Hanrath has also suffered from nervous 
troubles, and a short time ago hia friends 
planned to have un examination into bis 
mental condition, hut he put up such a 
hard fight that the matter was finally 
dropped. As soon as Hanrath recovers 
sufiicientiy to be moved he wilt be taken to 
a hospital for treatment.

A Kew Device For Uulondlng Mall, 

A device for tho unloading of mails from 
fait trains has recently been Invented and 
is to be put into practical use by several 
roads in the near future. The post office 
department has for several years been look' 
ing for some way of safely discharging' 
mails without slackening tho speed of tbe 
flyers, and the newly invented apparatus 
gives promise of filling the bill- * 

The device consists of a platform '■ ar- 
ranged in tbe car door, upon which is 
piled tbe socks for delivery. The platform 
Is automatic and operated by air from the 
train brakes, securing instantaneous action. 
Contract between tbo crime on station plat- 
form and a (rigger on tbe mall catching 
arm of the car, releases a spring on tbe 
device which- shoots tbe sacks into a box 
placed alongside the tracks. This box is - 
so mnde that air is forced into it by the 
Hying eacka, which acta as a cushion, pre- 
venting damage to the box, Backs or con- 
tents. Its -Work is highly satisfactory and' 
commended by railroad and government 
officials generally. 

It is learned that the Wisconsin Central 
has under advisement plans for the In- 
stalling of the patent along its line through 
Lake county with a view to overcoming . 
the difficulties which tho road has had of 
late when several socks have been ground ■ 
beneath the wheels of the cars, either due 
to careless handling or lack of proper place 
for diichorginv tbe pouches, 

. Mnn Scorched lu Fonder Kill. 

The big soda house at the Laflln-Rand 
powder mills in tbe town. of Pleasant Prai- 
rie, west of this city, was destroyed by fire 
last night, and one workman, Fred Augus-'- 
teen, met with serious injuries which may 
prove fatal. The fire spread ao. rapidly, 
that there was no lime to warn the em- 
ployes of the danger. Many of the men at 
work in the house were overcome and 
carried out by a rescue party. 

Augusteen was overlooked by the res- 
cuers and when found be was unconscious 
from the effects of tbe fumes of the chem- 
icals. The reda bad burned bim terribly 
about tho face and bands. His condition 
is critical. 

- The fire was under control at noon last 
Tuesday, The loss is 810,000, without in- 
surance.

WORK FOR EVERYBODY, 

Occupation* In Which the Demand 
Now Kxceeda tlio Supply. 

Thoro Is work for everybody who 
wants It In tho United States to-day, 
says tho Utlcn Globe. It any well man 
is Idle It Is because ho Is lazy; or thinks 
tho vnluo of his labor Is greater than 
tho man who enn employ him will pay 
for it] or because ho hns nccmuulatcd 
enough of the fruits of toil so thnt ho 
can look with contempt upon it. Iinuil- 
grntlon Is nt Oooil tide, Tho countries of 
Europe which offer so little to their poo- 
plo in return for tho loyalty and service 
which they exact aro sending us great 
throngs of strong and ambitious, It not 
mind-molded, men and women, so that 
one is forced to speculate as to how they 
nro to sustain, themselves here. And 
whllo wo speculate, tho problem solves 
Itself. Tho great vortex of Industry 
clutches them with a grip which they 
cannot escape and they became n part 
of tho producing machinery which makes 
this nation the industrial marvol of tho 
world. 

It is an Insatiable demnnd which- tho 
varied occupations of America, tunko 
upon Its cosmopolitan populace. From 
the Atlantic to the pacific tho call is 
heard for more men. Tho channels of 
commerce absorb them. Tho manufac- 
tories which throw upon tho markets of 
the world n wonderful moss of utilities 
which nro eagerly purchnsed aro con- 
stantly drawing upon the native nnd tho 
incoming population for help. Those oc- 
cupations, with their greater remunera- 
tion nnd shorter hours, rob tho farm of 
the men it needs. They take from tho 
building trades young men of skill and 
.stamina who, despite the splendid wages 
of construction artisans, think that the 
larger industries, with their steadier and 
less hazard i his employ men t, offer bettor 
means of livelihood. They take from tho 
kitchen and tho chamber tho domestic, 
for tho average girl, with a persistency 
which facts do not warrant, sticks to 
tho belief that housework offers her less 
independence, less pay nnd more de- 
meaning service than tho shop and tho 
mill. To her folly she sacrifices comforts 
which the manufacturing plant and tho 
Ptoro counter cannot yield, nml opportu- 
nities for self-improvement which enn 
nowhere he found in such generous meas- 
ure as under the mistress of n household 
with kindly henrt and fat purse. 

Three phases of the industrial situation 
arc evident. In tho first Is the scarcity 
of farm labor. Tlio fields nro ripe and 
tho harvest is plentiful, but where nro 
the reapers? The tiller of the soil could 
give employment to many more. Not 
only in the great Northwest, but in New 
York State, there is scarcity of men. 
Tlio Department of Agriculture says the 
Empire Stnto wauls fiO.000 farm hands 
and will pay each from ?1!50 to ?2u0 per 
season. So limited are tho hired men 
that farmers have to give their own time 
In exchange with one another in order to 
work their fields. Another phase Is the 
need nf huilders in Pittsburg, which is 
typical of other large cities. But there, 
especially, telegrnph dispatches report a 
dearth of men in tlio building lines, so 
pronounced that live firms have offered n 
bonus of from DO cents to $1 per day 
above tho highest union wages. Manu- 
facturers have asked the building trades 
for 1,000 mora men, the short ago having 
seriously delayed work on some impor- 
tant buildings. Tho demand Is especially 
for masons, bricklayers, carpenter.-, 
structural Iron workers, housesmlths, 
sheet metal workers nnd pudilicrs In Iron 
mills. Tho third phase is the ever pres- 
ent need of domestic servnnts. 



TIED ON RAILS TO DIE. 

Cor on t-r Find* Kenyon Cullone Stu- 
dent Warn lion nd When Killed. 

Stuart L. PIcrson, the Kenyan Col- 
lege student who met his death on a 
rnilrond bridge nt Gntubicr, Ohio, on tho 
night of Oct. 28, when he wns being 
initinted Into the Delta Kappa Epsilon 
fraternity, wns bound hnnd and foot when 
bo was run over nml killed by a loco- 
motive, according to the verdict of Cor- 
oner Scarborough. 

The names of the persons who tied 
tlio young man to the rails are not 
known, but the grand jury will be nsked 
to tako up tlio matter nnd bring tho 
guilty to justice. "I shall bring this 
enso before the grand jury," said Pros- 
ecutor Still well as soon ns he heard of 
the coroner's verdict. "I have sufficient 
facts to prove that Stunrt L. Piorson 
wns tied to the trucks, nnd shall do ev- 
erything In my power to bring the guilty 
parties to justice." 

Members of tlio D. K. E, Fraternity 
were indignant over the coroner's finding 
nnd said that Coroner Scarborough 
simply was trying to iiinko n nnme for 
himself. Various members of the fra- 
ternity ngaln mnde Hie statement that 
PIcrson was not tied or bound to the 
track, and that they would show con- 
clusive evidence to this effect 

President Pierce, of Kenyon, after 
reading the coroner's verdict, said that 
his conviction that young Pierson was 
not tied to the track and that tho Delta 
Kappa Epsilon Fraternity men were In- 
nocent, wns unchanged.

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says 
that tho sailors of the Ilusslnn srnind- 
ron nt Kronstadt mutinied Wednesday 
night, overpowered their offleors, laud« 
cd nud nttacked shops, public build- 
ings and spirit Btores. Troops wero 
called out and lighting ensued, In 
which machine guns wcro used nud 
many persons were killed or wouuded. 
In addition a number of houses wcro 
act on flro. Tho lighting Instcd all 
night. The British embassy in SL 
Petersburg requested General Trepoff 
to protect British subjects nt Kron- 
stadt 

Authentic accounts received at Odes- 
sa from various points lu Bessarabia 
show that the niiti-Jewlsli outbreaks 
there followed the same lines ns at 
Odessa, varying only in tho number ol 
victims. At Klshenev the disturbances 
wero * preceded by Inflammatory 
speeches, gendarmes and city officials 
near tun Governor's lwuso nsscrtlnc 
that tho Jews had attempted to tako 
tho life of the local bishop and Intend- 
ed to loot tho trensury. Tho mob was 
thus incited to the bloody work. 

Carrying Ikons nnd portraits of the 
Emperor, the mob proceeded to Alex- 
androvsknla, I'ushklnsknla nntl Gostln- 
kaia streets, devastating and pillaging 
unhindered. Attempts at self-defense 
wero prevented by the troops. Ninety 
per cent of the killed ami wouuded 
wero victims of bayonets and ride 
bullets.

For children attending fnirs 
the danger U in rhlfng on merry-go- 
rounds and In standing close to the run- 
ning track. 

Taking the States of Illinois. Indiana, 
Iowa, Michigan and Wisconsin, the Trib- 
une asked 450 county seats for informa- 
tion as to accidents to performers and 
spectators at county fairs nnd street car- 
nivnls. Fifty-fivo counties reported a 
total of seventy persons Injured, the re- 
maiulng 803 counties report In? no ncci- 
dent 9. Of the injured forty- live were 
performers, professionals or amateurs, 
nnd twenty-five were spectators. The in- 
ju>IC3 range from broken ribs nnd legj 
to bruises.

Virginia Is Democratic by" a reduced 
majority. 

In Now Jersey tho Republicans were 
successful In tha main. 
r Bookwnltcr, Republican, was elected 
Mayor of Indianapolis, 

Louisville went Democratic. 

Schmitz, tho Union Labor Mayor of 
Ban Francisco, was re-elected. 

Bridgeport and Ansonia, in Connec- 
ticut, defeated their Democratic admin- 
istrations. 

The disfranchising am'iadment In 
Maryland waa defeated. 

Tho States arc craduaUy abolishing 
tho "off-year" elections, regarding 
them an so much waste of energy and 
money. As a rule tho people are npn- 
thctle In such clcctldhs and tho vote Is 
emu 11. This year, however, wns a 
striking exception. Tho Stato and local 
campaigns Just ended aroused tho 
keenest Interest, chiefly on account of 
tho prominence of the Issue of good 
government versus corrupt boss rule. 
It .Is. a rcmnrknbio fact that directly 
or Indirectly every locnl election turn- 
ed on the question of graft, wbllo tho 
Stnto elections Involved Issues that 
afforded unusual scope to the exercise 
of Independence. 

Governors wore elected In Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, Ohio, Virginia and 
Georgia. Somo States elected new 
Legislatures. Maryland voted on the 
Gorman constitutional amendment de- 
signed to disfranchise colored men, 
but which wob so drawn ns to threat- 
en tens of thousands of white citizens. 
The notable county and municipal con- 
tests "woro those of New York, Phil- 
adelphia, Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
San Francisco. 

Interest was almost wholly centered 
in' the. struggles mado In the munici- 
palities. Thcro party lines wero not 
closely drawn, but graft, bosslsm, mu- 
nicipal ownership nnd other kindred 
issues which hnvo absolutely no rela- 
tionship to national party platforms 
wero put to tho test. The principal 
fight, which attracted more attention 
throughout the country than nny sim- 
ilar contest In this generation and 
which almost approached a presiden- 
tial election in Interest, was that of 
Jerome In New York, with the Hearst 
effort to get into tho mayornlty upon n 
soml-Sociallat platform scarcely sec- 
ond- 
In Massachusetts the leading Issue 
has heen tariff revision, though "cor- 
poration influenco" In legislation has 
been a prominent charge bandied by 
the candidates. 

In Ruodo Island constitutional re- 
form and popular versus corporate rule 
woro th«» Issues. Tho Democratic can- 
didate foy Governor wns Dr. Garvin, 
former Governor, and tho Republican 
nominee wns Governor Utter, who fa- 
vored conservative organic changes. 

In. Ohio Governor Herrlek was op- 
posed by John M. Paulson, and each 
appealed to the Independent voter. 
Boss Cox of Cincinnati has been nu 
Issuo-ln the campaign, but Tuft and 
other lufluouUul Republicans advised 
scratching. t

Tnmmnny 
will control tho'' City Board of Esti- 
mate, but the opposition has elected 
three of tlio borough presidents and 
will havo three votes on the board. 
Jerome's plurality Is between 8,000 
nnd 4,000. 

Philadelphia.— The local flght In 
Philadelphia was over county officers 
— sheriff, coroner and two county com- 
missioners. Tho candidates of tho 
new City pnrty .also appeared on the 
tickets of Uio Democratic, Independ- 
ent, Lincoln and Prohibition parties, 
Tho victory over tho regulnr Rcpubil- 
cas (machine) ticket was complete, .the 
majorities being fib nut 00,000 for each 
of tho candidates. Mnny arrests 
wero mndo for attempted fraud nt the 
polls, nnd In several instances blood- 
shed resulted from clashes between 
the reform nnd gang forces. 

Chicngo — Nine Republican . candi- 
dates for Drainage Trustee nnd six 
aspirants for the bench were swept In 
by comfortable pluralities, nnd, de- 
spite close contests in three Instances, 
the Republican sanitary-Judicial tick- 
et wns elected from top to bottom. 
Tho voto wns light but decisive. Fewer 
than 60 per cent of the total registered 
voters nppenred at tho polls. 

Pennsylvania — Popular uprising as 
a result of tho recent bank-graft ex- 
posures placed tho powerful Repub- 
lican State organization, beaded by 
Senator Penrose, on tho defensive. The 
Republican leaders relied on the vote 
of Philadelphia to pull their ticket 
through, but this failed them when It 
wns needed most The Republicans 
elected a Justice of the Supreme 
Court nnd three Justices of the Supe- 
rior Court, the Democrats electing 
their lone candidate for Superior 
Court Judge, nominated under tbo mi- 
nority representation regulation. Both 
State tickets wero indorsed miscella- 
neously by minor parties. 

Ohio — John M. Pattlson, Democrat, 
will be the next Governor of Ohio. His 
party associates on the Stato ticket havo 
ail been elected. Precinct returns and 
county plurality figures received up to 
noon Wednesday showed this result, 
although tho exact figures were not 
known. Cincinnati overthrew the Cox 
machine by electing Dcmpscy, Demo- 
crat, Mayor over Gordon, Republican, 
the figures being 40,373 for Dempsey 
and 34,372 for Gordon. 

Maryland — The Republicans elected 
their cnndldnte for Comptroller, Hen- 
ry M, McCulIough, over Gordon T, At- 
kinson, Democrat, while the Demo- 
crats elected. Chief Judgo Harlan. 

Massachusetts — The entire Repub- 
lican Stnto ticket wns elected by plu- 
ralities averaging 80,000, with the ex- 
ception of Lieutenant Governor, the 
plurality of Ebon S. Draper, Repub- 
llens, over Henry M. Whitney, Demo- 
crat, for second plnco being only 8,042, 
The Republican disaffection centered 
on Draper, nnd, the rail lent tariff revi- 
sionists supported Whitney.

Bletory has been 
busy since Senator Beveridge wrote, "The 
Russian Advance" has become a retreat 
with revolution which will possibly result 
in the resolution of the Empire into its 
many heterogeneous component parti. 



It behooves the. civilized world to see 
that never' again shall an enlightened, 
generous and gentle people like the Finns 
be ground under the heel of an overpower- 
ing, sodden autocracy like Russia. Bad, 
'even sadder than the downfall of Poland, 
has been the subjugation of Finland by 
Russia, and all the civilized world ' must 
rejoice in what appears to be Finland'! 
emancipation. , There is no country In the 
. world that more deserves to be free, for in 
no country is there a higher degree of 
education, morality and weJI ■ being. The 
avf rage intelligence in that country li very 
high, there being to* than one per cent of 



iliitomtes; and there riro very fow criminals, 
Tho people are sober, thrifty, well-to-do, 
and there are fewer paupers than in any 
other European country. - In these respects 
nnd in all thai pertains to civil iaalitfu, 
morality nnd progress, Finland was. in 
marked contract with the powerful des- 
potism thnt sat upon her, crashing life, 
tiope and aspiration.

On tho same steamer by which I 
readied Benguela there wore Ave little- 
native boys, conspicuous In striped 
jerseys, and running about the ship 
llko rats, I suppose tbey were about 
10 to 12 years old, perhaps loss, I do 
not know where thoy came from, but 
It roust have been from bo me fairly 
distant part of tho Interior, for like 
all natives who see stairs for the first 
time they went up and down on their 
hands and knees. They were travel- 
ing- with a Portuguese, and within a 
week of landing at Benguela he had 
Bold them all to other white owners. 
Their price wan 60 mllrels apiece 
(near £10), Their owner did rather 
well, for the boys were small and thin 
—hardly bigger than another native 
slave boy who was at tho same time 
given away by one Portuguese friend 
to another as a New Year's present. 
But all through this part of tho coun- 
try I have found the price of human 
beings ranging rather higher than- 1 
expected, and tho man who told me 
the price of the boys had himself 
been offered one of them- at that fig- 
ure, nnd was simply passing on the 
'offer on to myself,— Henry W.NIvln* 
eon In Hnrper's Magazine.

You will try It onco, but 
never again. It consists of chips of 
tho oreca nut, broken up by a sort of 
steel nut cracker and mingled with 
a pinch of lime, tho whole being 
wrapped In a leaf of the pepper vine 
and fastened with n clove. The wom- 
en, poor gentle souls, havo some 
cbuppattles— cokoo — In a cloth, with a 
'hand' of bananas or a basket of man- 
goes and perhaps a water Jug, 

"Even the tourist carries a 'tfTln' 
basket, filled with potted meat, bis- 
cuits, wine, soda water and machinery 
for brewing ton. He has also his own 
light bedding with him, two silk or 
cotton resets, well wadded, and a pil- 
low; a pillow case, calico sheets and 
a basket. The seats In tbe train -car- 
riages are unusually deep and ara so 
arranged as to form couches for tho 
night All tho first-class compart- 
ments have a double roof to them, to 
soften the fierce Impact of noonday 
sunshine, nnd the windows are dupli- 
cated with purple or groen glass nnd 
shutters, to exclude the hot winds and . 
tho choking dust. On somo lines, too, 
the third and fourth class carriages J 
are faBbJonod In stories, bo that there' ( 
nte layers of humble travelers berthed j 
over tbe bends of tho others. In this 
luxurious fashion will tho Hindoo, 
with his family, contentedly Journey 
day and night and go upon pilgrim- 
ages, being easily satisfied If ho can 
only get over the ground cheaply. 

"For miles nnd miles the Journey Is 
to ho beguiled by watcblng tho mon- 
keys, tho bandarlog, those strange 
four-hnnded folk, who come down "to 
sit In tho babul trees and to look at 
the passing trains and the travelers. 
They perch by families on tho 
branches of tho trees lining the track/ 
with their long tails swinging and 
their furry Jaws busy with the fruit 
which they have stolen. ' Or they 
squat In companies about the fields 
of millet and grain, the old gossips 
together and the youngsters merrily 
playing. One of the most extraordi- 
nary sights Is tho wandering tribes 
offering tributes to tho passing loco-' 
motives, and even prostrating them* 
selves before tho telegraph wire, 
which- they stylo the 'devil's string/ 
Nearly all of the cnglno drivers aro 
Europeans, for neither the Hindoo nor 
Mnhommodan has, an yet, the courago 
or tho knowledge to drive the terrible 
and wonderful lire horse."

As a rulo, a poultry-houso intended 
j to hold fifty or moro birds Is qulto an 
expensive proposition, for usually It Is 
; designed with all' manner of fixings 
which nro costly without being partic- 
ularly useful. Tho large poultry-house 
Is not generally desirable, and whllo 
it costs moro to build two smaller ones, 
It will pay in tho long run by reason 
of n lower mortality nmong tho fowls, 
tho case by which Ihey may bo clean- 
ed and tho ndded comfort in Iho man- 
ner of temperature. In response to n 
request for a liouso of constdorablo size 
tho following plan Is suggested: Let 
Its dimensions bo 10x20 feet, with six 
nnd clght-fcet posts, front nnd back, 
reap ccU voly. Cover tho roof and sides 
with tarred paper or shingle tho roof 
if prcforred. Huvo four windows on 
tho south Bide, ono oast aud ono west 
window." Dlvldo this In two parts with 
wire netting fastened to bonrds, which 
como tip eighteen inches from the floor, 
Arm n go a double row of nests six feet 
from one end of tho liouso nnd ptneo 
drop bonrds on thorn, so that tho eggs 
may be gathered from tho nl Icy wny, 
which is tho six-foot spneo between tho 
side wall and tho ucst boxes. At one 
end of the nlleyway place a door bo 
thnt tho eggs may bo gathered, without

"This negro mndo a . most pro- 
nounced Impression from the start, but 
when ho began to call the figures for 
the Intricate movements of the old- 
fashioned quadrille he created a sen- 
sation, und, in the vernacular of tho 
theatrical profession, the New Orleans 
darky made a 'hit." 

"A single expression of this negro 
filled the dancers with wonderment; 
in fact, It caused such a sensation ns 
to form the principal topic of public 
gossip In Bolvldero for many weeks 
after. The negro's expression was 
'pas-inft-Ia,' It means pubs and swlug, 
nothing more. 

"Another negro In Belvldere, mu- 
sically inclined, originated a dance and 
called it tho 'Fas-inti-Ia,* He com- 
posed some music for It, and within 
n few weeks any ono In tho negro dis- 
trict of Kansas City who couldn't 
dance the 'Pas-ma -la' wasn't ollglblo 
for colored society,

Ernest Hogan is the 'father of rag- 
time,' for 'Pas-mn-ld' wns the first ef- 
fort of this kind that over attracted 
general attention.

10 Inches in depth, 11 Inches In width 
and SO Inches In length, representing 
as fnr as possible 2,200 cubic Inches. 
Provision Is also mado for a penalty 
of 25 cents on each box of apples not 
packed in accordance with this' regula- 
tion.— W. It.

There are now 10,087 known mil- 
lionaires (moro than one-half of whom 
—5,027— are In America), their, for- 
tunes totaling 19,000,000,000, says tho 
Cent Per Cont. Every state and terrl- 
tory Is represented In the list and ono 
millionaire, an Indian, Melvln Domp- 
soy, ts In Alaska.

Not a duke or a prince of the 
blood but Indulges in magnificent ex- 
travagances which make tho occiden- 
tal gaBp with amazement. 

The Cznr has always been called tbe 
richest man In the world, and his for- 
tune Is set at $1.:00,000,000, but Mil- 
zafTar, the Shah of Persia, wears r> 
green stone In his" turban worth ft,- 
000,000, and whatever Persia herself 
Is worth Is his. 

Considering the growth in Individ- 
ual wealth since the days of Moses 
Beach, we are justified in fenrlng a de- 
velopment of money power during the
